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SECRETARY WOLFF ACCUSED. 

Secretary E. B. Wolff of the Oakland Boiler- 
makers’ and Iron Ship Builders’ Union, at the 
meeting held last Friday evening, was charged 
with conduct unbecoming a member, and a trial 
committee was appointed to proceed to try the 
accused on the charges and return a report to 
the organization. In the charges, Wolff is ac- 
cused of strikebreaking when he worked for the 
Western Pipe and Steel Company, as well as 
having been employed as an operative by the 
Pinkerton Detective Agency. 

The trial committee held its first meeting on 
the charges on Sunday last, at which much evi- 
dence was presented by members of the union. 
The strongest evidence brought out at the hear- 
ing consisted in copies of application blanks of 
the Pinkerton Agency showing that Wolff had 
made application to the concern for employ- 
ment as an operative in which he stated he 
was a member of the Boilermakers’ Union and 
that his brother was at that time one of the 
agency’s operatives. Expense account blanks of 
the agency with Wolff’s name signed to them 
were also presented in evidence along with let- 
ters and other documents such as indorsed bank 
checks bearing the signature of the accused of- 
ficial, 

It will be remembered that Wolff was one of 
the main agitators who brought on the strike 
that shut down the shipbuilding plants across 
the bay for a couple of days and that the strike 
was called without the sanction or approval of 
the Iron Trades Council or the International 
Boilermakers’ Union, in violation of the laws 
and agreements of both, and that each of these 
organizations promptly repudiated the strike and 
instructed the men to return to work at once. 

It will be recalled also that at the time the 
Macy award was handed down, this same Wolff 
announced that the Oakland men had voted 
against accepting the decision and would, there- 
fore, refuse to abide by it, though the Oakland 
men at that time were a part of Local Union 
No. 6, which voted overwhelmingly to abide 
by the scale established by the Macy board. 

When the strike was declared by the Oakland 
union a couple of weeks ago, Wolff gave out 
the information with a blare of trumpets that 
the men were striking to enforce the provisions 
of the Macy award, the very award he had pre- 
viously so vigorously repudiated. His switch- 
ing back and forth and plain lack of consistency 
excited the suspicions of some of the members 
as to the honesty of the man, and an investiga- 
tion was started with the result that it was dis- 
covered that he had been connected with the 
Pinkerton Detective Agency as Operative No. 
289. With this information in their possession, 
the membership was better able to understand 
the manipulations of the crafty secretary and 
the cause of his recklessness and radicalism. 
The same cause has produced the same effects 
in other cases with which the labor movement 
is familiar. It is always the mission of detec- 
tives when they gain influence in labor organ- 
izations to stir up trouble as often as possible 
in order to give the organization a black eye 
and convince their employers that they are earn- 
ing their money. 

A noted writer some time ago said that, “of 
course, detectives were necessary to our peculiar 
civilization, but so were sewers and cesspools, 
and that they should be esteemed alike,” and 
Detective Wiliam J. Burns said that, as a class, 
“detectives were the worst set of scoundrels un- 
hung,” and the average man will readily place 
his approval upon both these opinions. Detec- 
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tives, however, are not necessary to unions, and 
whenever one of the wretches is caught plying 
his disreputable calling within the fold, he should 
be so thoroughly exposed that he will never 
again be able to gain admission to a union. 

The trial committee appointed last Friday 
night will probably make a report of its findings 
to the next meeting of the union, and swift and 
decisive action may be expected. by that body.

“WORK OR FIGHT.” 

Charles C. Moore, Director of the State Coun- 
cil of Defense, has mailed ‘the following “work 
or fight” letter to the sheriff and district attor- 
ney of every county: 

“Work or Fight” is the patriotic and proper 
slogan of the hour. : 

The full interpretation of the sentiment car- 
ried by these words means much to our country 
in this critical time. It should be and it must 
be enforced, but reasonably and with discretion. 
There is a legal and moral responsibility. The 
County Council as well as the State Council 
of Defense shares with you the responsibility. 

The Selective Service Act is now actually in 
force, and through the local exemption boards 
provides for those of military age. But it is not 
enough. It is essential that every man be en- 
gaged in some useful occupation. Everyone 
must be a producer. There must be no able- 
bodied idlers. Whether rich or poor, of mili- 
tary age or not, all men must work effectively 
for the nation if physically fit. 

Under the law the desired result can be ac- 
complished, and back of all law is a united 
and determined public opinion which will sup- 
port you in all your righteous patriotic intent. 

By direction of the Executive Committee of 
the State Council of Defense, I am writing you 
to see to it that California does its full duty in 
this regard. 

Local conditions and individual cases may call 
for the exercise of discretion and judgment which 
we are sure you possess by reason of your ex- 
perience and official position. When tempered 
by such qualities, it will give added emphasis 
to the law which we now officially demand shall 
be enforced. 

Please report to me concerning your efforts 
and progress, 

Under my official authority I am sending a 
similar notice to every sheriff and district at- 
torney in California.

MAJOR WARD TALKS. 

Last Friday evening, Sergeant-Major Charles 
F. Ward, of the Canadian Army, who battled 
with the Huns in France for a couple of years, 
delivered a most interesting and instructive ad- 
dress to the assembled delegates to the San 
Francisco Labor Council. After describing con- 
ditions on the battlefields he launched into a 
recital of the atrocities inflicted upon the help- 
less inhabitants of conquered territory by the 
unspeakable Hun. He told how the aged and 
infirm, women and children, were abused and 
outraged and murdered by order of the high 
command in their efforts to win the war through 
frightfulness. He said he could respect an hon- 
orable antagonist, the man who would play the 
game fairly, but that he could have no respect 
whatever for the brutal Hun, who cared for none 
of the decent things that nearly all of humanity 
prizes so highly, and urged his hearers to listen 
to no peace propaganda until this butcher army 
had been whipped into complete submission, so 
that the world might enjoy a lasting peace when 
peace finally came,

STATE FEDERATION OF LABOR. 

The Executive Council of the California State 
Federation of Labor held a meeting at the head- 
quarters ‘of the organization in the Underwood 
Building on Sunday, July 14th, at which the fol- 
lowing were present: President Daniel C. Mur- 
phy, Vice-Presidents Geo. A. Dean, H. J. Young, 
E. H. Hart, Fred W. Heckman, ‘Margaret A, 
Malone, J. J. Matheson, Wim. J. McQuillan and 
Secretary-Treasurer Paul Scharrenberg. Ex- 
cused: Vice-Presidents Jacob Beckel, F. C. 
Marsh, Harry Pothoff, Witten W. Harris, A. J. 
Rogers and John P. Ryan. Absent: Vice-Pres- 
idents Chas. Child and James Giambruno. 

After disposing of a large number of com- 
munications on a variety of subjects, the meet- 
ing took up the matter of the resignation of 
Organizer J. B. Dale, who has been appointed 
on the permanent list as organizer for the Amer- 
ican Federation of Labor. The resignation was 
accepted. 

The secretary announced that the American 
Federation of Labor had agreed to continue the 
arrangement whereby half of the salary of the 
State Federation’s organizer would be paid by 
the American Federation. The present organ- 
izer is J, True Woods, of Stockton, who is at 
this time working in Humboldt County and meet- 
ing with great success. 

The farmer-labor platform recently agreed 
upon by a committee of the Federation in co- 
operation with similar committees of farmers 
and co-operators was read and unanimously ap- 
proved, and the officers directed to proceed with 
a publicity campaign regarding it. 

The secretary reported upon a series of mass 
meetings arranged for at various points by the 
State Federation of Labor for Chas. P. Howard, 
a representative of the Speakers’ Bureau of the 
Department of Labor. President Murphy or the 
secretary, or both, accompanied Mr. Howard on 
these meetings and delivered short addresses on 
the meaning of the war to labor. 

The secretary reported upon the arrangements 
so far made by the local committee at San Diego 
for the Nineteenth Annual Convention of the 
Federation to meet on Monday, October 7th. 
Also that the usual special railroad convention 
rates could not be secured this year. The sec- 
retary was directed to issue the convention call, 
etc., and attend to other necessary details for 
the convention. 

The Committee on Legislation submitted an 
analysis of the constitutional amendments which 
will appear upon the ballot at the general elec- 
tion in November. Since it is not possible to 
tell how many pending initiative measures will 
receive a sufficient number of signatures to en- 
title them to a place upon the ballot, action 
upon all measures was deferred until the next 
meeting, when formal recommendations will be 
made for the San Diego convention.

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BARBERS STRIKE. 


A short time ago the Barbers’ Union of’ this 
city increased its scale of wages to $25 per week 
and 60 per cent per chair receipts in excess of 
$35. The barber shop proprietors refused to 
concede the increase, in spite of the fact that 
they have recently increased prices all along the 
line and thereby greatly increased their profits. 
The union ordered a strike, and a ‘umber of 
shops then conceded the demands, though it 
became necessary to call out about 600 men in 
different parts of the city. After the strike had 
been on for twenty-four hours, the boss bar- 
bers asked for a conference at which an agree- 
ment was reached to the effect that the new 
scale asked by the union would fake effect next 
Tuesday morning. The men then returned to 
work. 

A remarkable feature of the strike was the 
fact that about 100 barbers not members of the 
union responded to the call, leaving their places 
of employment and joining the union. About 
fifty of these men are still out and will be paid 
strike benefits by the union until employment 
has been found for them.

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FEDERATION OF FEDERAL EMPLOYEES. 

The Executive Council of the National Fed- 
eration of Federal Employees, acting in the in- 
terim between elections, has named Luther C. 
Steward, of Kansas City, special representative 
of the U. S. Employment Service, to fill the 
presidency of the Federation, left vacant by the 
departure of H. M. McLarin to join the Tank 
Corps in the United States Army. The other 
six vice-presidents in turn were advanced one 
grade and the vacancy thus left in the case of 
the seventh vice-president was filled by the elec- 
tion of John S. Beach, of the Interior Depart- 
ment, president of Federal Employees’ Union 
No. 2, of Washington, D. C. 

President Steward’s government assignment is 
now in the East, and he will be able to give 
active service to the Federation at the national 
headquarters at Washington. Mr. Beach has 
been designated by the Executive Council as 
acting president until the election, which will 
take place at the annual convention of the Fed- 
eration at Chicago, September 9th. 

Mr. Steward, who is an ardent trades unionist, 
believes that “no organization ever had a more 
substantial reason for its existence than the Na- 
tional Federation of Federal Employees.” 

“And with 400,000 federal workers to draw 
upon for membership,” he says, “I am convinced 
that it is destined to become one of the great- 
est instrumentalities for social justice in the his- 
tory of this country.”

WORKERS WANT TRANSPORTATION. 

The Iron Trades Council last Monday sent a 
committee to the Board of Supervisors to pre- 
sent to that body the necessity for prompt ac- 
tion in increasing streetcar transportation to the 
different shipbuilding establishments in the city. 
They pointed out to the Board the fact that 
men are daily late for work because of the in- 
adequacy of present facilities and urged the 
Board to deal with the situation promptly and 
effectively in order that the production of ships 
might be speeded up to the limit. The service 
furnished by the United Railroads, the commit- 
teemen said, was of a miserable character and 
they believed the solution of the problem was 
to be found in a speedy extension of the lines 
of the Municipal Railway. The chairman of the 
Public Utilities Committee promised to do all 
within his power to remedy the difficulty at the 
earliest possible date.

LIVING COSTS INCREASE. 

Food prices in the United States advanced 6 
per cent in the year from April 15, 1917, to 
April 15, 1918, reports the United States Bureau 
of Labor Statistics, in its “Monthly Review,” 
June issue. 

Four articles show a price decline—potatocs, 
62 per cent; sugar, 6 per cent; flour, 3 per cent, 
and butter, 1 per cent. Cornmeal, with 54 per 
cent, showed the greatest increase. Ham in- 
creased 22 per cent; lard, 25; bacon and milk, 
30 each; eggs, 10; bread and sirloin steak, 15 
each; pork chops, 16; rib roast, 17, and round 
steak, 19 per cent.

CONVENTION CALL. 
San Francisco, Cal., July 20, 1918. 

To Affiliated Unions: Pursuant to law, you 
are hereby advised that the Nineteenth Annual 
Convention of the California State Federation 
of Labor will be held in Eagles’ Hall, San 
Diego, California, beginning at 10 a. m., Mon- 
day, October 7, 1918, and continuing in session 
from day to day until the business of the con- 
vention has been completed, 

Representation in the convention will be upon 
the following basis: 

Each regular affiliated organization shall be 
entitled to representation (based upon the aver- 
age per capita tax paid into the Federation dur- 
ing the preceding year—i.e., the total amount 
paid in for the fiscal year, divided by twelve) 
as follows: 

Unions shall be entitled to two delegates for 
the first 100 members or less and one delegate 
for each succeeding 100 members or major frac- 
tion thereof; provided, that no union shall be 
entitled to more than six delegates. 

Central labor bodies shall be entitled to two 
delegates each. 

Each delegate shall vote an equal percentage 
of the membership of the union he or she rep- 
resents on all questions where roll-call vote is 
taken; provided, all fractional votes be elimin- 
ated. ; 

No proxies shall be allowed. 

Each delegate from central labor bodies shall 
be entitled to one vote. 

Each delegate-elect and each alternate-elect 
shall receive credentials from the secretary of 
the organization he or she represents, and a 
duplicate of the same shall be forwarded by 
said secretary to the secretary-treasurer of the 
Federation at least two weeks prior to the con- 
vention, 

If an alternate presents credentials and is 
seated, he or she shall be the only recognized 
representative throughout the session of the con- 
vention, 

All notices of contests must be served on the 
secretary-treasurer prior to five days before the 
convening of the convention, and parties making 
such contest shall be permitted to appear before 
the Committee on Credentials and present their 
evidence, 

No organization shall be entitled to represen- 
tation unless such organization has applied for 
affiliation at least three months prior to the con- 
vention, and no person shall be recognized as a 
delegate who is not a member in good standing 
of the organization issuing the credentials; pro- 
vided, organizations chartered within three 
months of the meeting of the convention shall 
be eligible to representation. 

Credentials in duplicate are enclosed herewith. 
The original credentials must be given to the 
delegates-elect and the duplicates forwarded to 
the California State Federation of Labor office, 
Underwood Building, 525 Market Street, San 
Francisco. The duplicate credentials should be 
mailed at least two weeks prior to the opening 
of the convention, as provided in the constitu- 
tion. 

There will be no special railroad rates this 
year. By an order of the Director-General of 
Railroads, Mr. McAdoo, all special convention 
tates were withdrawn on June 10, 1918, This 
means that all delegates must pay the full reg- 
ular fare in each direction. 

Steamship passenger traffic has become very 
uncertain, Special steamship rates were not ob- 
tainable and it is not deemed advisable for 
delegates to depend upon ocean transportation. 

All proposed amendments to the Constitution 
should be forwarded to the office of the secre- 
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tary one week before the ‘opening of the con- 
vention, 

Delegates wishing to make hotel or room 
reservation should correspond Jacob Beckel, 
3124 Newton avenue, San Diego, California. ; 

Headquarters of the Executive Council will 
be at the Maryland Hotel.

We hope that 
before’ these establishment pension systems be- 
come general, working people will, endeavor 
to figure out how such. systems would work if 
they were made universal dnd ‘thaintained by 
general taxation instead of from ‘the capital and 
earnings of the employers.

MONSTER MOONEY PROTEST SUNDAY. 
By Ed Gammons, 

It is anticipated that over 500 Mooney Day 
protest meetings will be held all over the coun- 
try on next Sunday. 

The New York meeting in Carnegie Hall will 
be addressed by the Honorable Dudley Field 
Malone, former Collector of the Port of New 
York, and Samuel Gompers, president of the 
American Federation of Labor. 

Honorable W. Bourke Cockran will be the 
principal speaker at the Washington, D. Gc; 
demonstration, which will be held in the Belasco 
Theatre. The Washington and Eastern press is 
giving considerable publicity to this meeting. 

The Baltimore Federation of Labor is arrang- 
ing special trains so that they can attend in a 
body. Baltimore 1s getting into the thick of 
the fight. The Machinists have donated $500 to 
the defense, the Amalgamated Carpenters’ un- 
ions, comprising 3000 men, have appointed a 
committee of twenty-five to raise funds, and 
Patrick Joyce, general organizer of the Iron 
Ship Builders and Boilermakers of America, has 
issued a call to 10,000 of the membership to 
contribute to the defense fund and send as large 
a delegation to Washington as possible. Phila- 
delphia is also sending a large crowd to the 
Washington meeting headed by Charles F, 
Scott and Edward Kiernan of the Delaware 
shipyard unions, 

Frank P. Walsh, joint chairman with ex-Pres- 
ident Taft of the War Labor Board, will address 
the Chicago meeting held under the auspices of 
the Chicago Federation of Labor, In a state- 
ment issued for publication on Tuesday, the 
noted labor advocate states: “The Mooney 
demonstration on July 28th is but one of a 
series called to paraphrase, as it were, the battle 
cry of the American and French heroes on the 
western front, ‘They shall not pass!’ Through 
this means, the workers of our country serving 
in the industrial trenches, backed as they are 
by the workers of the civilized world, are but 
making articulate their battle cry, ‘Mooney shall 
not be killed!” 

James Duncan, first vice-president of the 
American Federation of Labor, and John D. 
Barry, noted writer and lecturer, are the prin- 
cipal speakers in Boston. 

Clarence Darrow, noted attorney, has agreed 
to address the Philadelphia Central Labor Coun- 
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cil meeting in the Grand Opera House. Many 
central labor councils in Pennsylvania are ar- 
ranging to serid large delegations to the meet- 
ing. 

John A. Fitch, editor of the New York “Sur- 
vey,” will address the Rochester, N, Y., meet- 
ing. Mr. Fitch came to the Coast some time 
ago to investigate the situation here and was 
convinced that the whole thing was a frame-up. 

Anton Johannsen will address two meetings, 
one in Elizabeth, N. J., and the other in Newark, 

W. D. Patterson will be the principal speaker 
in Denver.

Acting ‘under the authority recently conferred 
by Congress, President Wilson last Tuesday is- 
sued a proclamation taking all telephone and 
telegraph lines under Government operation and 
control at midnight Wednesday, July 31st. The 
ocean cables and foreign radio lines are already 
under the control of the Navy Department and 
are not included in the proclamation.
